lencies the Earl and Countess of 
Beseborough to the capital Friday 
They were given an official welcome 
by both the provincial government 
and the municipality and spent the 
day in a round of formal engage 
ments that kept them busy from the 
time they left their special cars at 
the C N.R. depot until they left at 
night. 

A public reception was accorded 
the distinguished visitors at) the 
legislative buildings in the afternoon 
when addresses were presented from 
th» province by Premier Reid, and 
the city of Edmonton by Mayor 
Clarke. 

rhe galleries of the house were 
crowded with spectators and the 
seats on the floor were occupied by 
the members of the legislature and 
their friends. The affair was a 
colorful one, with flowers and foliage 
plants giving a gala effect to the 
chamber and the great rotunda of 
the buildings. 

Following the addresses and re 
plies by the Governor-General, the 
Countess of Bessborongh and Lady 
Moyra Ponsonby were presented 
vith bouquets of roses in a pretty 
veeremony in which the small daugh- 
‘er of Hon. J. R. Love, provincial 
treasurer, performed the task of 
presenting the flowers with a capti- 
vating sweetness of childish manner 
that won all hearts and a kiss from 
both the Earl and Countess. 

This was the farewell visit of 
Cheir Excellencies to the west, as 
their term of ofliee ends this year

Many of my correspondents reveal 
talent potentialities, but they lack 
one or more of these other traits that 
are so vital to progress in anything 
that you take up. 

There are a lot of people who have 
made real successes of themselves, 
without any hereditary or inborn tal- 
ent, because they have had the will 
and determination to get somewhere. 
They have worked hard and made 
sacrifices in order that they might 
gain success 

And inversely, as I have shown, 
there are others with the really vital 
spark of inspiration lying within them 
who have failed because of an in- 
ability to drive themselves on. 

Versatility is a good thing to have, 
but spec ization more often leads to 
success. Make up your mind to follow 
a single line, and drive yourself for- 
ward with everything that you have 
along that single path 

Too many irons in the fire often 
means that none of them are proper- 
ly attended to, and the result is fail- 
ure,
